head. And that he was an appropriator because he appropriated 
to himself the goods of the said church without the leave of the 
prior and gave them to others at the time he was cellarer. Also, 
after he was removed from office he took money and other 
goods pertaining to the said office without any authority, and 
disposed of the same. Also he was a dilapidator of the goods of 
the church when he was pittancer, and in all the offices in which 
he was administrator he dilapidated all the goods coming to his 
hands, &c. 

We found also that the said Robert committed incontinence 
with a certain woman, and also made deadly threats to the 
subprior because he would have made him observe the rules of 
the order. He hindered the entry of the prior to the dormitory 
when he reproved him for his defaults and made grave threats to 
him and yet perseveres in his wickedness. On account of which 
things we then and there caused the said Robert to be delivered 
to the custody of the gaoler, and we decreed to transmit him to 
another place of his order for safe custody until he shall be found 
to be reconciled. We ask and exhort you in the Lord that you 
admit the said Robert and cause him to be kept in safe custody 
at the costs of the priory of Taunton.

And the rent and services issuing from 
one messuage, 10 acres of land and the moiety of one acre of 
meadow, with the appurtenances, in Eston which William 
Fraunkeleyn holds of us for the term of his life, together with the 
reversion of the aforesaid messuages, land meadows when they 
shall happen. To have and to hold, &c., forever, &c.
